How "Uncle Abe" Bore Hlmielf During 


the Great Campaign of 1860—Hl» Pub- 
lic Receptions at the Wlilt* Hoo»« 1m 
War Times. 


Young Nicolay at 14 was thrown on hl» 


own strength and skill (or a living. H« 
served a year in a country store at $4 a 
month, then secured the position of dia- 
bolical adjunct in a printing office. He 
went first to tlie broom, then to the roller, 
then to the case, then to the desk, and 
beginning as "devil." became editor and 
proprietor. 
Afterward, whila reading 


law, he became a clerk in the office of the. 
secretary of state of Illinois, and there, in 
1SS7, among the politicians and story 
tellers gathered around the roaring log 
fire, he first mtvda the acquaintance of 
Abraham Lincoln. There, too, without 
n suspicion of Lincoln's coming fame, he 
began that very year to make scrap-books 
containing an authentic record of the 
growth of events of which the »aU, gaunt, 
popular lawyer was soon to be the central 
figure. Col. Nicolay took from a Bholf 
and showed me some of these thirty year 
old scrap books, which he now finds indis- 
pensable-. 
"Hay and I made- collections 


for scrap books, also," said he, "all the 
time that we were in the White Honse," 
and he produced one of thesa narked 
upon the buck "Vol. XXXVIII." 


"The first time I saw Mr. LTOCOZU,^ 


said Mr, Nicolay, "was in Fittsduu, ins., 
where I was editing a paper in 1850. 
There was to be a cnmpaign rally there, 
and Lincoln and TrumbnU met on she 
sidewalk and cnil iraccd each other warm- 
ly. 
'Why, Trumbull, yon here?" said 


Lincoln. 
'Why, Lincoln, yon here." re- 


sponded tho senator, for the fact that they 
were to speak for Fremont that night to- 
gether was unknown to both. 
After- 


ward, around the stove in the- office ol 
the secretary of state, where I was a clerk 
for four years, Lincoln was a familiar 
presence and always the center of the 
group," 


"How came you to he the president's 


secretary?" Tasked. 


"I was at tho Chicago convention," 


said Col. Nicolay, "and when Lincoln was 
nominated I was ambitious to write his 
campaign biography. I was greatly dis- 
appointed when I failed to get the job and 
it was given to a young fellow from Ohio, 
one W. J). llowells, whom I had never 
before hoard of. We have- all heard of. 
him since. I was resetting my bad luck 
a day or two after to Mr. Butier, a close 
friend of Lincoln's, when ho interrupted 
me with, 'Hush, that's of no consequence. 
l'ou arc to he private secretary.' That's 
the way it came about." 


"How did Mr. Lincoln bear himself 


during the campaign?" 


"Ho was always a self poised man, 


quiet and equable in temper, seldom 
greatly' elated or nvnch depressed. 
Ho 


was not worried about the campaign, and 
had himself thoroughly in hand. People- 
sent him many curious symbols oC fron- 
tier life—axes, mauls, wedges, rails—and 
all sorts of people, on all sorts of errands, 
called on him in. the governor's room in 
tho state house, which was assigned to 
him. ilany came from mere curiosity, 
and they would sit awkwardly around 
looking nt him. Ho could not talk poli- 
tics much at such a time, acd the bulk of 
hia visitors were shy of speech. 
They 


handled the symbols that had been, sent 
ia, and r;poke to him of their use, and ha 
would sometimes take the end of an ax 
helve between his fingers and hold tho ax 
out at arm's length to show that ha 
had not lost his strength. 
In various 


simple ways he thus managed to kill 
time. One fellow had the impudence to 
come wearing 11 secession cockade on his 
hat. 
Lincoln spoke to him pleasantly 


and shook hands as with the others, and 
the intruder sat arnuncl half an hour, 
looking foolish, and saying nothing, and 
finally went out. Tho crowd quietly Ig- 
nored the intended insult." 


"Mr. Lincoln was just as democratic 


in the AVUite House, I believe," I said. 


"Yes," assented Col. Nicolay, "and 
that went far toward giving him bla flrm 
hold 011 the hearts of the people. It wai 
his custom, while he was president, to holO 
an informal reception between 12 and 1 
o'clock each clay, to hear in person the re- 
quests and wishes of all sorts of people 
who chose to come to see him. Kich and 
poor, white and black, crowded into hii 
business office (now Col. Lament's), shook 
hands and told him what they wanted. 
Hu generally wrote a card and referred 
the petitioner to the proper department, 
but often he attended to it himself. Men 
who wanted office came; alleged Union- 
ists who wanted pay for losses; cranks 
who showed him how to put down the re- 
bellion; mothers who had sons ia the 
army; relatives o£ men who had been 
ordered shot; tramps who were hard up 
ami wanted money or transportation to 
unable them to go somewhcr«. It waa 
like some uncieni Druid standing under 
an oak tree and dealing out justice to the 
rralni." 


I asked ii Mr. Lincoln comprehended 


that he was in constant danger of his 
life. 


"Of course," said Col. Nicolay. "It 


was often discussed between his friends 
and himself. 
They would say, 'Now, 


Lincoln, you must look out and be con- 
stantly on your guard. Some crank is lia- 
ble lo come along and kill you.' His 
answer always waa, 'I will be careful. 
But I cannot discharge my duties and 
withdraw myself entirely from danger of 
au assault. I see hundreds of strangers 
every day, and it anybody has the dispo- 
sition to kill me h« will find opportunity. 
To be absolutely safe I should lock myself 
up iu a box.' ' Threatening letters came, 
and these I always showed to Mr. Lin- 
coln, who gone-rally turned thet

In the dn}'sof our childhood, the Dead 


Letter Oflioe was to us something mys- 
terious ghostly and solemn. 
Even 


when our awe-struck 
questions re- 


ceived the reply that it is the bourn to 
which nil unclaimed letters are sent, 
either to bo destroyed or by means of 
internal information, forwarded to the 
owner1), it seemed as though it must be 
a dark, sad place. 
Of course, as we 


grow older, our childish ideas vanished, 
to bo replaced by the adult indiffer- 
ence to all offices of the kind not di- 
rectly concerning ourselves; and never 
again did we try to picture to ourselves 
the place from which occasionally some 
letter returned to us bearing the ca- 
balistic letters D. L. O., signifying that 
strangers hud first rend tlie thoughts 
intended for oursohi's. 
But this office 


is one of the objoi-ts of interest to a 
Washington visitor, and should be en- 
tertaining to ul! readers of Washington 
descriptions. 


The J). L. Office is contained within 


the general post-oflice, located on the 
corner of Soventh and F streets, and 
forming a Imntlnoino block- of white 
stone with iron trimmings. 
The lower 


story is in pilasters and the upper sto- 
ries in Ionic columns. 
Ascending to 


the second floor we found ourselves in a 
longliall, and, announcing the object 
of our visit to the scribe seated there, 
we wore directed to a door labeled 
"Museum," and thus informally ad- 
mitted to n large, Mitiuy room fur- 
nished with immense glass cases, two 
chairs and a desk, at which was seated 
a pleasant-faced man, who kindly an- 
swered our questions and gave us 
many suggestions. 


We learned that the heterogeneous 


collection in the eases is articles re- 
ceived from the mail nnd detained, 
either bocuusi1 of deficient postage or 
address, or excessive weight, which 
must 
not be 
over 
four 
pounds. 


Many of the articles are not mailable, 
as fluids, unless packed in tin foil, ex- 
plosive substances, live animals, or 
any thing th.it may injure the regular 
mail, or endanger the lives of the postal 
employes. 
When it is possible to find 


the address of tho ii'.vner of an article, 
he is notified to send for it, and in- 
structed as to the reason of its deten- 
tion, or else tho article is sent by the 
yroper medium, charges to be collected 
Iroru the owner. If there is no clew to 
the owner, the article is kept in this 
museum till the annual auction sale 
sometime (.luring the holiday weeks. 


Printed catalogues are made of these 


things, so that if the article has been 
received at the office, tho owner, inquir- 
ing for it and proving his right, can 
very soon gain possession of it 
An 


hour may be spent in viewing this col- 
lection. 
We noticed quantities of cards 


for Christmas and other holidays, card 
cases, medicines in boxes and bottles, 
the Lord's Prayer printed in forty-four 
languages ou an inch-square paper, 
minerals, htuffed birds, false-teeth, a 
life-size washboard, saw, hatchet, hand 
drill, Sanclvvii'h Islander's dress which 
lUien it arrived was mistaken for a 
fancy ball dress, as it was of gay cot- 
Ion printed all over with playing cards. 
Tho only dangerous articles received 
were seventeen live rattlesnakes and a 
loaded 
revolver; 
the snakes were 


speedily killed. 


For the and ion sale the articles are 


made into apparently indiscriminate 
lots, and the catalogue afforded us lo 
much amusement 
we, copied some ol 


the items into our note-book. We giv« 
them in their older: One lot, brown 
vail, worsted trimming, garters, and 
corset. 
Ho., one and a half pounds ol 


ping tobncco, eleven pairs gent's hose. 
Do., gent's overcoat, cotton shirt, pail 
soiled cull's. 
Do., tvvo horse-blanket! 


and n. zither. Do , Indy's dress, child'l 
dress. 
It must, indeed, have been a 


hopeful person who confided, a horse- 
blanket to the mail-bag. 
Judging 


from the number of soiled cuffs, etc., 
many a country youth sojourning in a 
city attempts to send his "washing 
home to ma," by means of the Govern- 
ment valises. 
The average annual 


number of "lots" is 8,700, each con- 
taining from three to nine articles) 
156 pieces of jewelry appeared in the 
catalogue, but u ore disposed of singlj 
and at a separate sale. 


Having tinisheil the glass cases, oui 


attention was directed lo n screen dooi 
tluougli w h i c h we could look into a 
larger apartment a few steps lower, 
where the inspection of the letters, 
etc., is conducted bj men and women 
clerks. 
Visitors are not allowed tc 


enter this iiiiarUneut. butTnavwati 


M long as they please from this con*- 
mnnicating door. 
Letters that bear no outside informa- 


tion of their owner are opened and 
searched for some clew. If it is found, 
the letter is returned inclosed in an 
official envelope that is exempt from I 
postage. When no clew can be found, 
the letter is cast into the nameless I 
heap upon the floor and soon gathered 
up by men who pass up and down be- 
tween the desks collecting these letters 
into two bags for the paper mill. 
| 


It would seem that a person dis- 


patching any thing of importance 
would be careful about the address 
and postage, but blank envelopes, and 
many minus the name of the town or 
State, containing money, arrive on the 
average' of 
66,187 
annually. The- 


amount of money in checks, drafts, 
etc., 
something over a million; one 


year the amount in bills and stamps 
alone was $82,000. This money is sent 
to the United States Treasury; M no 
owner can be found and proved, it is 
used for the Nation; generally thirty- 
five per cent, is returned to the owners. 


The clerks are, of course, assigned 


their special work, anil those who cor- 
rect the defective addresses become so 
expert that they can often supply the 
hiatus without consulting the direct- 
ories, and surprising skill is displayed 
In deciphering original spelling. Some 
of these addresses are preserved in^al- 
bums, a corrected envelope having 
been substituted. We remember one 
envelope upon -which tlie State was 
written "fur, Goino." 
One of the 


bright women clerns spelling it phonet- 
ically discovered that the place in- 
tended was Virginia. 


The average number of letters re- 


turned from hotels because the parties 
have departed, neglecting to give new 
addresses, is 78,865. Letters not ad- 
dressed, 175,710. Packages of goods 
not allowed in the mails, 1,345. Books 
received, 996. Photographs, 85,160. 


Arizona'! Indian Trlbei.

Ex-Governor F. A. Tritle, of Arizon* 


who officially ruled that territory during 
some of the Indian outbreaks, was at the 
Gilsey house some time ago, where ne 
talked about the Indian problem. 


"What do yon think of the present sys- 


tem of keeping the Indians?" 
he was 


asked. 
"The system of keeping together amass 


of people not at nil homogeneous is bad 
and should be remedied as soon as possible. 
A large number of Indians not of the same 
band are placed on one reservation and 
expected to live in peace. The idea or 
any kind of peace prevailing among six or 
a dozen different tribes of Indians U 
simply preposterous. They are placed on 
reservations near where they have been 
reared and consequently are familiarwltlj 
the topography of the country, 
wnea 


they wish to go on the war path they un- 
derstand how to elude pursuit. 
Indian 


outbreaks are usually traceable to one or 
two discontented warriors. 
"What tribe in Arizona is the most 


troublesome?" • 


"The Huachicha tribe has made a fine 


record in that respect. It is a branch of 
the Apaches. The Apache is known by 
his locality, the nami» of some river or 
place, as the Huachicha tribe of the 
Apache. The»e are a great many kinds 
of them, and they rove about those arid 
regions with a knowledge of the country 
born of a long residence. They are alto- 
gether different Irom the plains Indians, 
and know nothing about riding or buffalo 
hunting. They get great lung power, 
living on an elevation of from 2,000 to 
7 000 feet above the sea. They are swift 
ol foot, hardy and heallfcful, and can go a 
'greater distance in a day than a horse- 
man. They travel over the mountains 
with great rapidity and never lose their 
way. 
Geronimo never could have escapee 


the United States troops so often but for 
his superior knowledge of the country. I 


, he hart been sent with hi<s tribe years ago

strangers, while some anxious, loving 
heart is watching and longing day 
after day for their coining. Who can 
count the heartaches, tho lifelong sep- 
arations, the financial troubles starting 
from these lost letters? Yet the fault 
is simply and altogether that of those 
who write and send letters, or pack- 
ages, and one can lenrii a lesson in tho 
Dead Letter Office never to bo forgot- 
ten. That is, always be careful to 
write the full address both of the 
sender and desired 
recipient upon 


every package whatever it may be; 
also to be sure of the proper postage, 
and the legality ol the article sent. If 
the person lives in a city, the name of 
the street and number of the house 
should be added in the lower left-hand 
corner of tho envelope; when one does 
not know the house number, or even 
the street, ono may add to the person's 
name in parenthesis, or whatever can 
assist in finding him. Letters sent to 
transient residents should add the 
word "transient" to the residence or 
post-office number. This should be the 
confirmed habit of every person, no 
matter how unimportant tho letter or 
package may seem, as in this, as in all 
things else, whatever is worth doing at 
all is worth doing with care. It is a 
rule of etiquette that the desired re- 
cipient's name and address must be 
added in full to the most informal let- 
ter, the lower left-hand corner for 
friendship letters and at the beginning 
of business or formal letters. 
The 


writer's name should always be at the 
close, his address at the top. "Never 
sign initials; it suggests a wish to be 
unknown or to escape the possible con- 
sequences." 
The reasonableness of 


this etiquette reveals itself in the Dead 
Letter 
Office. —Mara B. Bush, in 


Daughters of America. 


Pine Needle Powder.
